Miss Lucy Munder, niece of Miss Mar- 
burg, who had been the companion of 
Miss Marburg on her travels in Europe. 

First Hears of It in Court. 

It then transpired that Miss Marburg 
previously had paid $25,000 to Miss Mun- 
der to relinquish her claim upon the 
courier whose first love was the younger 
‘woman. 

Miss Marburg’s first knowledge vcf the 
marriage of her niece and Fischer came 
when she was shown a newspaper an- 
fiouncement to that effect in the presence 
of the jury. She had been in a private 
hospital since last September, shortly 
after a hotel incident in New York. 

The Marburgs, having upset their sis- 
fer’s matrimonial plans, replaced-in her 
eBtate the $25,000 she hed paid to Miss 
Munder. Fischer, by the way, had a 
wife, and a divorce had to be arranged 
that he might marry the wealthy Amer- 
gcan. 

Full détails were given of Miss Mar- 
ture’s life in the last ten years and par- 
ticularly of the happenings of the last 
year, since Miss Marburg announced she 
would marry Fischer. It was brought 
out in the testimony that last August 
‘Theodore Marburg, on receipt of the 
news of his sister’s intention, hurried 
from England to New York. He met 
other members of the family and physi- 
cians at the Waldorf-Astorfa, where his 
pister was staying. 

Several physicians, including Dr. Car- 
fos a. McDonald of New York, and Mar- 
burg decided to go to Miss Marbureg’s 
room on the ninth floor of the hotel 
without first announcing themselves. 
It was testified that Dr. McDonald en- 
tered the room alone while Theodore 
Marburg, now United States minister to 
Belgium, climbed into the room through 
a window to prevent his sister from 
jumping to the street. The minister's 
entrance was not accomplished without 
great hazard. 

The scene in the room of the sister 
was one of considerable excitement, it 
was said, but all the physicians who ex- 
amined her came to the same conclu- 
sion—that she was of unsound mind. 

The testimony showed that when Miss 
Marburg, Miss Munder and_ several 
friends were touring Europe about five 
years ago with Fischer as director of

SENT TO PRESIDENT 


Leading Citizens, Alarmed at 
Japanese Situation Urge Him 
to Help “Avoid a Calamity.” 


PLANS OF ATTACK PRINTED 

Newspapers Outline) Way in 

Which Hawaii and Philippines 
May Be Seized. 


TOKIO, April 18.—The situation 
brought about by the California alien 
land holding bill is becoming increasing- 


ly serious. A mass meeting today, com- 


posed for the most part of irresponsi- 
ble people, demanded the most extreme 


measures of retaliation by Japan. The 
singing of war songs aroused the feel- 
ings of many of the lower classes who 
were present. 

Anonymous writers in the newspepers 
give an outline of plans for the seizure 
of the enilippines and Hawaii, and at 
the same time denounce the Japanese 
Government's subiniesive attitude. It is 
said the changed conditions in. Japan 
make it impossible for the Government 
to restrain the newspapers and the lower 


classes. 


On the other hand, Government cir- 
cles are showing a friendly spirit. Ham- 
ilton Wright Mabie of New York, Dr. 
Peabody and John L. Mott, secretary 
of the International Committee of the 
Young Men’s Christisen Association, were 
guests today at a luncheon given by 
Haron Noboaki Makino, the Foreign 
Minister, at which some of the most 
prominent Japanese and Americans were 
present. A very cordial feeling pre- 
vailed. 

Shortly after the luncheon Messrs. Ma- 
bie, Peabody and Mott and a number of 
representative Japanese Christians and 
Americans met at the residence of 
Count Shigenobu Okuma, former Pre, 
mier and Minister of Foreign Affairs 
Count OkKuma_ delivered a speech in 
~hich he said that diplomacy, the courts 
and commercial men were helpless and 
that only the influence of Christianity 
remained. Otherwise, he declared, war 
was impending. Mott agreed in reply- 
ing that the influence of Christianity 
was now superlative. , 

Dispatches were sent by the meeting 
tu. President Wilson and* others implor- 
ing them to use all their influence on 
Christians and thoughtful pecple to 
avoid a calamity. 

The Japanese Government considers 
the present anti-Japanese movement in 
California as most dangerous and is con- 
fronted with the prospect of placing it- 
self in a most unwelcome position, owing 
to the unwillingness of the Government 
at Washington to intervene and. the 
impessibility of introducing counter 
measures. here. 

In the event of the passage of the 
alien land holding bill through both 
houses of the California Legislature, 
Japanese will issue an imperial ordinance 
enforcing the Japanese foreign land own- 
ership bill of 1910, and will apply to the 
Government at Washington for permis- 
sion for the Japanese to become natur- 
alized citizens of the ‘United States. 


Cabinet Does Not Discuss the Japan- 
ese Situation. 

WASHINGTON, April 18.—Members 
of the. Cabinet, after the meeting 
teday, said that the Japanese ques- 
tion was hot discussed. Secretary 
Bryan said neither he nor any other 
Cabinet member had been suggested 
to go to California, as had been re- 
ported.

“Jewels of the Madonna” a 


Grievously Disappointing Opera 


Wolf-Ferrari’s Work Is Over- 
Strenuous for ‘‘Atmos- 
phere” and Reminiscent of 
Earlier Scores by Other 
Composers —Performance 
Lacks Distinction. 

ay apprehensively and then went 

out utterly on Thursday night 
during the early moments of “The 

Jewels of the Madonna,” with which 

the Philadelphia-Chicago Grand 

Opera company opened its present 

season in St..Louis, constituted a true 

omen of disappointment to the big 
and uncommonly brilliant audience 
then and there assembled. 

By the time the last curtain fell on 
the Wolf-Ferrari music-melodrama of 
Neapolitan slum life this unhappy 
truth was in direful evidence. 

‘he new opera is a second-rate 
work of flagrantly reminiscent qual- 
ity in its score, blusteringly boister- 
ous in its exaggerated action, almost 
grotesquely strenuous in its strain- 
ing for atmospheric effects, and, 
though occasionally containing a 
hinted promise of great achievement, 
never once rising to the point of 
greatness thus partially approached. 

To make matters still worse, the 
principals of the cast appearing in 
the opera’s first St. Louis perform- 
ance were not equal to the task of 
presenting it at its best, thus addi- 
tionally diminishing its appeal across 
the footlights. The one and only 
place where mediocrity failed to de- 
velop was in the orchestra under 
Cleofonte Campantini’s admirable con- 
ductorship. This excellent depart- 
ment of musical service emerged 
from the night’s endeavor with a 
great and well-deserved triumph to 
its credit. 

Carolina White fell short of one’s ex- 
pectation in the role of Maliella, the 
lawless-hearted Neapolitan second edi- 
tion of Carmen of Seville, for two good, 
sufficient and very vital reasons. The

At the one or 
two moments where there was a com- 
pelling need for the utterance of melt- 
ing ,though sinful love, this note of ten- 
derness was not sounded. Nor was the 
deeper note of horror and a dreadful 
despair heard as the story of punish- 
ment for sacrilege neared its tragic 
close. The voice of Maliella was as cold 
as if Carolina White were singing at an 
afternoon concert of the most formal 
conventionality. 


Over-acting, however, was the fault of 
the dramatic portrayal of the Maliella 
role. It almost seemed that Miss White 
was striving to atone for the chilliness 
of her voice by a superheated fervor in 
her acting methods. She went too far 
in this direction. She played too fever- 
ishly with her raven-black masses of 
hair. She used her eyes too obviously. 

The only thing that kept her, Maliella, 
from being a perfect imitation of Car- 
men was that it overshot the Carmen 
mark. It was Carmen at a forced tem- 
perature of 10 degrees, which is too hot- 
ly feverish even for the fiery heroine 
of the Bizet opera to which Wolf-Fer- 
rari’s librettist owes so much of his 
dramatic inspiration. And never at any 
moment did Carolina White forget, her- 
self and become Maliella in the flesh. 
She was “acting’’ from start to finish. 

The biggest figure in the story told by 
this opera is that of Genarro, the pious 
and reverent-souled young blacksmith 
who, under the evil spell of his infatua- 
tion for Maliella, steals the jewels of 
the Madonna and then pays the price of 
his great sin by slaying himself before 
the Holy Mother’s shrine. 

Giuseppe Gaudengi, who interpreted 
this role on Thursday evening, more 
than once arose almost to its full dra- 
matic requirements and became fairly 
impressive. There were times, too, when 
he sang its score with considerable com- 
petency. His completed performance, 
however, may not justly be described as 
more than a clever second-rate portrayal 
of a part in which a truly great tenor 
unquestionably would have carried off 
the overwhelming honors of the night. 

Giovanni Polese in the baritone role 
of Rafaela, the young outlaw chief of 
the Neapolitan Cammoristi, for love of 
whom Maliella sacrifices her own good 
name and drives Gennaro to his doom, 
sang with throaty inefficiency and 
failed, dramatically, even to suggest the 
essential evil of the character. 

In his one best vocal opportunity, 
that of the serenade outside the gate of 
Maliella’s home, exquisitely ‘‘built up” 
for him by the orchestra’s masterful 
work, he was incredibly ineffective. His 
playing of the part is based too exclu- 
sively on its superficial aspect of reck- 
less gayety, which he maintains so per- 
sistently that the under-current of sin- 
ister malignancy receives practically nv 
emphasis. It was an uninspired perfor- 
mance, disappointing in exact propor- 
tion to its missing of good opportuni- 
ties. 

The many minor roles, notably those 
of Carmela, mother of Gennaro, sung 
by Louise Berat; the buffo part of 
Biaso, assigned to Francesco Daddi; 
Cicillo, taken by Emilio Venturini, and 
Stella, by Mabel Rigelman, were capa~- 
bly presented. 

At certain memorable moments the 
employment of Neapolitan folk-song 
themes lent much melodic charm to the 
Wolf-Ferrari score, and in one especial 
instance, that of the lovely intermezzo 
preceding the rise of the second-act 
curtain, there was genuine orchestral 
beauty in the work. But, oftener than 
one wishes to count, there were empha- 
tic suggestions of “Cayalleria Rusti- 
cana,” and of “Carmen,” with hints of 
Richard Strauss and “motif” gropings 
after big old Richard Wagner, all tend- 
ing to give serious doubt as to Wolf- 
Ferrari’s originality of creative inspir- 
ation.

TO END HS LIF 


Former Chicago State’s Attor- 
ney Had Been Falsely Told 
He Had Appendicitis, 


THUS FORCED INTO REST 


Died From Two _ Bullets He 
Fired After Returning Home 
and Greeting Family. 


By Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, April 18.—John E. W. Way- 
man, former State’s Attorney of Cook 
County and Republican aspirant for 
Governor, who died early today from 
bullet wounds inflicted by himself sev- 
eral hours before. had for several days 
been under the delusion that he was 
afflicted with appendicitis, according to 
W. O. Krohn, the family physician. 

Wayman was believed to have been on 
the verge of a nervous breakdown and 
the appendicitis scare was used as a 
subterfuge to induce the patient to _o 
to Excelsior Springs, Mo., for a few 
days. He was told by the physician that 
this would be the way to prepare for 
the operation. He consented to go and 
returned to his home, believing that he 
was to undergo the operation. Up to 
the time he shot himself, he is believci 
io have thought that he must submit 
to the knife, within a sort time. 

He fired two bullets into his body, 
one making a clean hole in his left side 
and the other, which caused the most 
eerious wound striking two inches below 
his heart and glancing on a rib. Death 
was caused by a hemorrhage of the 
lungs. ; 

Uses a Client’s Pistol. 

He shot himself with an automatic 
ristol, the property of one of his cli- 
ents, who had Killed a man with the 
weapon. 

When Wayman entered the house in 
the afternoon Mrs. Wayman and the 
children were sitting in the parlor. To 
them the husband and father spoke 
pleasantly and went upstairs to the see- 
ond floor. 

Here he entered a large clothes closet 
cnd a moment later Mrs. Wayman was 
startled by shots and the crash of a 
falling body. 

Mrs. Wayman ran to his room, but 
could not see him. She threw open the 
closet door when her ettemtion ‘was 
jrawn by the smell of burned powder. 
There she found Mr. Wayinan in a heap 
“m the floor with the pistol beside him. 


me. I certainly have made a fool of 
wmnyself,” were Mr Wayman’s first 
words to Dr. Krohn, who restored him 
to consciousness. 

Later members of his family were 
called to his bedside when Dr. W. K. 
Murray informed .them that the 
patient was sinking. With a faint 
smile he recognized them and spoke 
to them. 

“IT guess I must have had a little 
sand in my gear box when I did 
that,” he said. A few moments later 
he died. 

Long Had Been Nervous, 

“Mr. Wayman has been extremely 
nervous for some time and went to 
his office against the advice of his 
physician,” said Dr. Krohn. “The 
thought of shooting himself flashed 
through his mind today by somve 
freak of mental process.” 


J. C. Wayman, brother of the form- 
er State’s Attorney, who had been 
lunching with J. E. Wayman just be- 
fore the shooting, said that a nerv- 
ous breakdown had caused his broth- 
er’s act. 
One of the most important prose- 
cutions conducted by Wayman, while 
State’s Attorney was that of Police 
Inspector McCann on the charge of 
accepting bribes from West Side dive 
keepers. McCann was among several 
policemen and dive proprietors in- 
Wicted in connection with the inves- 
tigation, but wags the only one tried. 
He was convicted and served a short 
term in the penitentiary. 
Wayman waged a relentless and 
vigoroys fight against the police of- 
ficial, and in doing s0 became es- 
tranged from many of his old friends. 
He also was conspicuous in the prose- 
cution. of men accused af bribery in 
connection with the campaign of 
William Lorimer for the United States 
Senate. 

Closed Resort District. 
One of the last acts of his adminis- 
tration last November was to close up 
the South Side resort district. He caused 
all of the resorts to be raided and scores 
of arrests followed. He then passed to 
his successor the task of keeping the 
district closed, ‘and formed a law part- 
nership. 
The former prosecutor was a profound 
student of Shakspeare and seldom if 
ever made a public speech in which he 
failed to use Shakspearean quotations. 
He was a gifted orator and won many 
friends last fall during his campaign 
through the State for the nomination on 
the Republican ticket for Governor. 
For several weeks his physicians hai 
warned him that unless he quit work 
he undoubtedly would die. Wednesday 
he sought another physician and re- 
celved similar advice. 
He became discouraged and went to 
a hospital, He remained in the institu- 
tion two hours and then went home. 
where he passed a sleepless night.

SILK 1S MADE OF 


TIN, IRON AND LEAD} 


Expert Says Public Demands 
Adulterated but Cheaper Ma- 
terial and Gets It. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 18.—William PD. 
Haywood, the Industrial Workers of the 
World leader, has stirred up consider- 
able discussion in local silk goods circles 
by his statement that silk is no longer 
made from the cocoon of the stlk worm, 
but from rusty horseshoes, scrap iron 
and empty tomato cans of the city’s 

dumps. 

It is the opinioon of silk manufacturers 
that Haywood should learn a little more 
about the technical side of the industry 
with reference to the uses of metal 
adulteration before he gives out a state- 
ment based on a science of which he 
knows nothing. They declare his as- 
sertion to be “gross exaggeration.” 

The Paterson strike leader, in expos- 
ing the secrets of silk manufacture, at- 
tempts to show that the silk dress of 
today is in reality not a silk dress, but a 
tin dress. He said that it is about one 
part silk fibre to six parts tin, fron; 
lead or zinc, and that the metal is taken 
from scrap heaps back of the factory. 

James Chettick, a silk expert in the 
office of the Silk Publishing Co., is

‘adulteration Necessary.” 

“Adulteration,” Chettick sald, ‘Is 
necessary nowadays to meet the demand 
for lower prices. There is no fraud 
about. the matter and no secret in the 
fact that metals are used to ‘weigh’ 
silks before they are dyed. 

“The public demands chéap silk. If it 
had to buy pure silk it would have to 
pay about 35 cents. per yard more than 
for the adulterated silk. For example, a 
woman buying a silk shirtwaist doesn't 
With- 
in a year or so the style will change 
and the waist will be practically use- 
less. A shirt waist weighted with 
metal, which can be purchased much 
Cheaper, looks just as well and will 
last as long as the pure silk one, pro- 
viding it does not come in contact with 
perspiration. That decays the fabric. Up 
to a certain period one can get as much 
wear out of an adulterated waist as 
out of one of pure silk. 

“When Haywood says that the metal 
used in the adulteration process comes 
from the tin cans off dump heaps he 
doesn’t know whereof he speaks,” con- 
tinued Chettick, “for only. the _ best 
grade tin and iron are used. The metal 
is of the kind traded in on the New 
York Metal Exchange. Detinning com- 
panies may get their tins from that 
source, but the silk manufacturers 
never do. 

“What the People Want.” 


‘Haywood maintains that about 1 per 
cont silk to 6 per cent tin is used. 
That's not true, either. The average 
proportion is 40 per cent tin and @ per 
cent silk in all cologed silks. Iron is used 
mostly in weighting black silks. The 
average proportion is one-half silk to 
one-half iron. Very rarely. does it reach 
to one part silk to six parts iron. It can 
be done, however. Lead is seldom used.

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Says He‘Never Referred to “Men 
of Judgment” in Discussing 
Reversion of Fortunes to State. 
WASHINGTON, April 18.—Vice-Presi- 
dent Marshall insists he was misquoted 
in one portion of his recent utter- 
ances. He denies ever having sgaid: 
‘Men of judgment have expressed to 
me the opinion that if a vote were 
taken on a proposition to make all 
estates over the sum of $100,000 reverf 
to the State upon the death of the 
owner—the $100,0000 being exempted—it 

would be carried two to one.”’ 

“I expressed nothing but my own in- 
dividual opinion, based on sentiments 
expressed to me while visiting various 
sections of the country,” he said. “The 
views indicated by me were founded on 
my personal observation, and not on 
anything said by ‘men of judgment.’ ”’ 

He said he did not favor the doctrine 
of returning all in excess of $100,000 to 
the State and would not support a 
proposition of that kind if brought be- 
fore the people for attion. When Gov- 
ernor of Indiana, he said, he did rec- 
omend the imposition of a small in- 
heritance tax, but never went beyond 
that point.

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THE TRANSATLANTIC BALLOON. 
Just as it was about to start across the Atlantic 
from the Canary Isles, the Brucker balloon lost 
its gas and collapsed on the shore.

ler Primary Law. 


To the tre spegredh dey: Post-Dispatch. 

In view of the fact that contests of election 
of Democrats and Republicans are te be made 
in the recent municipal election, the ballot of 
every man who voted in that election will be 
subject to investigation, and as the ballots are 
numbered for each voter as he cast his ballot, 
it will be an easy matter to find out who acted 
in bad faith in that election. Some of those who 
took an oath as the primary law requires to 
vote for the party nominee, may land in State 
prison. The primary law requires that a man 
who is not known to belong to the political 
party for which he calls for a ballot at a pri- 

mary election, must obligate himself under oath 
to support the party nominee. 


[I quote you Section 6028 of the primary law: 


passed by the last Legislature with an emer- 
gency clause which was approved Feb. 14, 1913, 
and was used for the nomination of our Muni- 
cipal candidates in the recent campaign: 

“Sec. 6028. Who entitled to vote——No person 
shall be entitled to vote at any primary unless 
a qualified ‘elector of the precinct and duly reg- 
istered therein, and known to affiliate with the 
political party named at the head-of the ticket 
he calls for, or will make affidavit or furnish 
Froper proof that he is affiliated with the party 
whose ticket he calls for, or obligates himself 
under oath to support the nominee of said party 
at the following city election. 

“Sec. 6086a. Penalty—Any ‘person violating 
any of the provisions or requirements of this 
act for which no other or different punishment 
is prescribed, shall be guilty of felony and upon 
conviction be punished by imprisonment in the 
State penitentiary for a term of not less than 
two nor more than five years.” 

Of course it is perjury to swear one way and 
vote another. The law makes such perfidy a 
criminal act, and classifies it as felony. The 
primary law, by implication, if not by direct de- 
mand, makes it both a legal and moral obliga- 
tion for a voter in the primary to support the 
nominee of the party for which he votes, and 
therefore he must vote for the nominee of that 
party in the following election. 

The.present primary law provides that non- 
partisan tickets may be printed where 2 per cent 
of the registered voters petition for same. Fur- 
thermore, if a registered voter has any doubt 
that he will support the nominee for party for 
which political partisans vote, such voter can 
stay out of the Primary and there {fs no law re- 
quiring him to go into same, in which case in the 
election following, he can vote for any nominee 
that suits his pleasure. G. W. HARRIS.

President McPheeters of the Police 
Board has promised to make public Fri-

It is reliably stated there is a divi- 
sion among members of the board as to 
Whether certain members of the depart- 
Ment identified with the police lobby 
operations ought to be disciplined. One 
of the commissioners is said to have 
been particularly persistent in his 
quiries.as to a large sum paid to Joe 
Tall of Clark County for “legal serv- 
ices,” 

The publication in the Post-Dispatch 
that Tall had received, according to a 
Police Commissioner, “‘at least $1000’’ for 
his work at Jefferson City, came as a 
great surprise to Senator Kinney and 
other members of the St. Louts delega- 
tion, who supported tne police salary in- 
crease bDiils. 

Senator Kinney, when seen by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, said had heard 
Tall’s name mentioned in connection 
With the police lobby, but he had no 
idea just what service he had performed 
for the police. 

Tall Not Before Committees. 
“Do you know if Tall openly repre- 
Sented the police at Jefferson City?’ 
-Kinney was asked. 

“I never knew he had any connection 
with the police whatever,’’ said the 
Senator.” He never appeared before 
any committee of the Legislature’ re- 
garding the police salary bills, and, so 
far as I am aware, he never admitted 
that he had been employed by the po- 
lice. 

“The only legal work done for the po- 
lice at Jefferson City that I know of 
was the drafting of an amendment to 
the police salary bill by one of Attor- 
ney-General Barker’s assistants. When 
the movement for increased _ salaries 
started I warned one of the men con- 
nected with it that everything must be 
open and above board. I was assured 
that nothing would be concealed and the 
only money to be spent would be to pay 
the legitimate expenses of the officers 
who came to Jefferson City in connec- 
tion with the bill.”

At Same Time the Old Light and 
Development Mandamus 
Action Is Dismissed. 

An injunction suit was filed, Thurs- 
day, in the Circuit Court, by the Light 
& Development Co. of St. Louis, to re- 
strain the Laclede Gas Light Co. from 
refusing to supply it with electric cur- 
rent at its premises, 6122 Easton avenue. 
The petition states that contract was 
made March 25, 1913, by which the La- 
clede agreed to furnish electric ser- 
vice for a year. The service was in- 
stalled, according to the petition, but the 

Laclede threatens to discontinue it. 

A mandamus suit of the plaintiff com- 
pany was dismissed about the time the 
injunction suit was filed. In the man- 
damus action the Light & Development 
Co, sought in 1908 to compel the Board 
of Public Improvements to recognize its 
right to string wires across the streets 
under its old franchises. 7 

After a recent decision of the Supreme 
Court, by which the West End Light & 
Power Co. was denied the right to cross 
streets in enlarging its conduit service, 
the mandamus suit was abandoned, and 
the Board of Public Improvements at- 
tempted to have an ordinance passed 
opening Up the old conduit districts for 
a reletting of space. The measure 
failed after Councilman Lehmberg had 
introduced a substitute drawn by attor- 
neys for the Union Electric Light & 
Power Co., denying the right to build 
conduits under streets now so used.
